The  Weeks  bill,  a  general  measure  for  the  acquisition  of  National  Forests 
and  for  cooperation  with  the  states  in  forest  protection,  which  came  out 
of  the  agitation  to  protect  the  Southern  Appalachian  and  White  Mountain 
forests,  passed  the  national  House  of  Representatives  March  i,  1909,  by  a 
vote  of  157  to  147,  with  82  members  not  voting.
